TAYLOR STAKE ORGANIZED 1903 
On June 9th , 1895, the Alberta Stake 
was organized Including all members 
loated in Alberta. With the const¬ 
ruction of the large St. Mary’s River 
Canal by the Alberta Railway and 
Irrigation Company, 1898—1900, nettle 
meats were founded at Magrath. 
Strillng and later Raymond. The 
church contracted for the first fifty 
thousand dollars worth of work up 
on the above named company's 114 
igatlon project the settlers here 
filling the contract. 

Tho success of the project caused 
tht rapid growth of the eastern dist¬ 
rict so that on August 30th, 1903 the 
Taylor Stake was organized with 
Resident Hebcr S. Allen in charge 
with Theodoie Urandhy and .1. Will 
iam Knight ns counse'ors. It includ 
ed the settlers east ol Spring t'oulha 
HEBER S. ALLEN 

H. 8 . Allen was a prominent fig 
mo in L.D.S. church circles and 1 
leading business man in Cardston 
and also in Kaymo d. In lssa foui 
years before the foun ing of Cards* 
on by t'huB. Ora Caid, H. S. Allen 
with Ills father entered Canada via 
old Fort Walr.h in the Cypress Hills 
and crossed the Sask tchewan Uivei 
by ferry at what is uow Medicine 
Hat. They encountered numbers ol 
Indians for the tribe? men were rest 
less because of the coming of the 
white men into their domain. In tin 
spring of 1886 his father too ka con 
tract to build IK miles of railroad 
grade north of Helena, Montana and 
it was in the fall of that year while 
they were camped in Prickly Pear 
Canyon that C'has. Ora Card and two 
associates enroute to their home in 
Logan. 1 tab, from their first trip in¬ 
to Canada, appeared. They stopped 
at the little camp for a rest and then 
drove on south. 

While the visitors were camped 
with the Alleus Mr. Card and hi? 
companion related glowing account! 
of the new country. Canada, which 
aroused the Interest of llebcr Allen 
and in the fall of 1888 he was locat¬ 
ed in Cardston. He taught school 
there for a couple ot years receiv¬ 
ing $20 a month foi his labors and 
taking wheat as part payment and 
out of that he had to board himself.

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A famous American authority on 
limed pests recently stated the com¬ 
mon housefly Is the most dangerous 
living thing within the United States 
This statement also applies to Can¬ 
ada, especially Canadian farms 
where flies are present in astron¬ 
omical numbers (luring Hit* summer 
and early fall. 

Due to its breeding places and 
habit ol crawl.ng over all varieties 
of filth, the fly is a carrier ol many 
diseases of man. domestic animal* 
and poultry. Most health autiioriue. 
agree it is an important luio in 
the spread ol typhoid fever, d>.-c. I 
ry and many parasitic worms. 

Like any other campaign against 
insects and disease, fly control 
should be planned to take advantage 
of the inserts habits and breeding 
places so attack can be made from 
every angle. Entomologists advise 
the following practises in a full- 
scale anti-fly campaign. 

Spray manure piles and other 
known breeding places with a 50% 
DDT wettable powder at Hie rate ol 
one pound nt powder lo eight gall 
ons of water. This will destroy dev- 
eloping maggots and egg laying ad- 
Ult8. 

Walls and ceilings of barns and 
stables should be sprayed every I 
to 6 weeks with a solution contain¬ 
ing one pound of 50% wettable pow¬ 
der in one gallon of water. This 
amount o fspray should cover l(>aO 
square feet. 

Farm animals should be sprayed 
with -a solution of one pound ol 
50 % wettable DDT powder in 10 to 
20 gallons of water. With this protect 
Ion they will show appreciable weight 
gains. Cows will be much easier to 
handle at milking time. 

A fly-free house and kitchen is 
possible with the use of DDT house 
hold sprays around doors, window 
sills, screens and other places where 
files gather or are likely to enter 
the house.
